THE BUILDING EXHIBITION 


THE Building Exhibition, the 23rd of the long series 

* organised by Mr. Greville Montgomery and his son, 
will be opened on Thursday next, November 17, by the 
Minister of Health, Mr. Aneurin Bevan, M.P. The exhibi- 
tion is a record one both in size and variety of materials 
and plant on show, and a record attendance of architects, 
builders and trade buyers is expected. Regrettable though 
it is that the display should open under the shadow of the 
capital investment cuts, its value is heightened, for the 
industry will be looking for constructional systems, plant, 
equipment and materials which, to paraphrase Mr. 
Tomlinson’s recent statement on educational building, 
** will get more accommodation out of every £1,000 spent.” 
This means not only the most economical use of material 
but the introduction of new and efficient constructional 
systems and speedier erection in which mechanical equip- 
ment can play an important part. It is a considerable 
tribute to the resilience of the British building industry that, 
despite the uncertainty of the times, this remarkable display 
of enterprise and the results of scientific progress should 
have been brought together. Everyone connected with 
building should visit Olympia; for those who must unavoid- 
ably miss it, our pages in this and the next two issues will 
cover the Exhibition and provide a guide to its principal 
exhibits and events. 


AN ADMINISTRATIVE MISTAKE 


PROGRESSIVE minds everywhere will have read with 
some concern of the new arrangements made by the 
Bradford City Council as between the respective depart- 
ments of the City Architect and the Borough Surveyor, and 
the letter given in our last issue from the Chairman of the 
Finance - City Architect’s Committee will do little to allay 
their misgivings. There are two main points at issue, both 
of a serious nature. The first is the implication that housing 
has now become so stereotyped that an important body of 
laymen considers it no longer to have an architectural’ 
content; the second is the obvious misconception it 
implies as to the real functions of an architect. 

Architecture is a single process, and has its existence only 
in real substance. That a high proportion of an architect’s 
time is spent before the drawing board may explain a mis- 
understanding of his function in the lay mind, but has-no 
bearing upon the fact. The architect conceives in his own 
mind the architectural solution of a building problem, and 
his thoughts are often guided by the pencil point, but the 
technical diagrams which he produces for the guidance of 
the craftsmen and technicians are but steps in the final 
process of producing architecture. His control and guid- 
ance must remain available throughout the whole process 
if his intentions are to be fulfilled. 

The proposal made by the Bradford authority that their 
Architect should ** design ’? work and hand over the control 
thereafter to non-architectural hands was in itself imprac- 
ticable, and the refusal of the Architect to act on such lines 
was not only understandable but indicative of the full 
understanding of his functions which he clearly possesses. 
To have acted in any other way would have been an admis- 
sion not only that housing has ceased to be an architectural 
process but that architecture itself is a divisible process in 
which the only important part exists upon the drawing 
board. It is refreshing, in these days of compromise, to 
find a man willing to stand firm upon a principle of such 
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vital importance to the community. That his action has 
resulted in housing being taken entirely away from archi- 
tectural control in the City of Bradford is most deplorable, 
though it in no way prejudices the rightness of his decision. 


“We think it desirable to deal at some length with this 
question of control in housing, bearing in mind the high, 
if abnormal, proportion of our resources which is being 
absorbed in this important activity. The fact that so little 
is being done in house-building outside the municipal pro- 
gramme at once simplifies and increases the scale of the 
problem, for while it remains possible firmly to control 
the quality of so much mass architecture, success can be as 
widespread if all act wisely as can be failure if we neglect 
our powers. 


The architectural quality of the post-war housing schemes 
has been, for the most part, highly satisfactory, and there 
is no doubt that this state of affairs has arisen entirely from 
a more general employment of architects, both individually 
and in the administrative departments, than has ever occured 
before. The quality of the work is far ahead of both pre- 
war private estates and housing schemes, with compara- 
tively few exceptions on both sides. 


It is quite true that the planning of accommodation to 
conform with the standards laid down by the higher authori- 
ties has approached the stage of the stereotype, though it has 
still not actually reached that point, but the handling of 
such units remains a field for architectural thought and 
control, the importance of which can hardly be exaggerated. 
Good planning types can still be ruined by unsympathetic 
materials and coarse detail ; and the grouping of such units 
to conform to or create a landscape stili needs the vision 
of the artist. The thought that a paper design should be 
handed over to people untrained in the architectural pro- 
cess must fill with dismay those of us who thought that at 
last the right influences had been brought to bear upon our 
principal current building activity. The only road to 
architecture is through the architect, and his job persists 
from the first presentation of his problem to its final full- 
filment in three dimensions and in solid material. Only 
in this way can good design and low cost of schemes be 
secured. 

We can only hope that the time is not too late for second 
thoughts in this particular matter. If it is, the occasion may 
be taken as a warning elsewhere that the ground gained by 
so much good work is under threat of attack unless the 
public and its elected representatives remain alive to the 
meaning of architecture and its decisive effect upon the 
ives of the people.

These are the two main ques- 
tions which will be dealt with by three 
architects on November 14, 18 and 23 in 
the B.B.C. Third Programme. The series 
is called “ Public Architecture.”

Council’s town planning division. On

R.LB.A. Membership. 


R.L.B.A. membership, as recorded in 
the new Kalendar, just issued (price 
7s. 6d.), continues to show a satisfactory 
increase. Honorary Members are slightly 


up (223, as against 211 last year), while 
Fellows number 2,012, as against 2,010.

Corby New Town. 


A DRAFT designation order for the new 
town of Corby, in Northamptonshire, has 
been published ‘by the Ministry of Town 
and Country Planning. The area com- 
prised within the order is some 3,550 acres, 
on which it is proposed eventually to 
build a town with a population of some 


Corby is at present a town of some 
14,000 people, most of whom are em- 
ployed at Messrs. Stewarts and Lloyds’ 
steel works, where the present number 
of employees is nearly 6,000. Further 
expansion of the works is expected to 
provide employment for some 4,000 
more, but already, owing to the shortage 
of houses, many of the workers have to 
travel a considerable distance every day. 
This is particularly inconvenient in view 
of the fact that the works operate on a 
continuous shift basis. 

Although the steel works will continue 
to be the principal source of employ- 
ment, it is intended to offer opportunities 
for people to find work of other kinds 
within the new town as well as to pro- 
vide a number of services which are at 
present lacking. 

Qbjections may be made to the draft 
designation order, and grounds for any 
objection made should be sent in writing 
to. the Minister of Town and Country 
renge « before November 12, 1949. If 

objection is made to the draft order 
be ore this date and is not withdrawn, 
the Minister will arrange for a public 
local inquiry to be held. 


Stafford House, Camp Hill. 


BIRMINGHAM ARCHAOLOGICAL SOCIETY 
has directed the attention of the Chief 
Inspector of Ancient Monuments to the 
“deplorable condition” of Stafford 
House, Camp Hill, Birmingham, which 
recently formed the subject of a protest. 


Downhill Castle to be Demolished. 


DownuHILL CASTLE, one of Ireland’s 
architectural curiosities, Binge was built 
nearly 200 years ago y the eccentric 
Bishop of Derry, is Aes demolished as 

“no longer required.” The castle, which 
is also notable for its commanding situa- 
tion on the cliffs at Downhill, Co. London- 
derry, overlooking the North Atlantic, was 
one of four palatial residences erected by 
the Bishop, who in his own right was also 
a peer of the Realm, the fourth Earl of 
Bristol. 

One of these was at Ballyscullion. north 
of Lough Neagh, where workmen were 
employed for 15 years, but so extrava- 
gantly was the residence planned that it 
was never fully completed. After his 
death it was dismantled. Neither did he 
live to see the completion of his ornate 
English mansion at Ickworth, while the 
Casino, which he erected in the Citv of 
Londonderry and was another architec- 
tural curiosity, was demolished some years 
ago because the walls had begun to 
crumble. 
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The French Style. 

A CORRESPONDENT writes: —Visitors 
to Brittany this year have been much 
impressed by the rapid reconstruction of 
the ancient town of St. Malo. This 
suffered considerably from Allied bomb- 
ing in the final assaults on the Atlantic 
Wall in 1944, and most of the interior 
was set on fire by the Germans before 
they left the town. Three years ago 
it was a place of skeleton buildings. To- 
day large blocks of shops, flats and offices 
are already occupied and others are in 
course of construction. Part of the 
ruined cathedral is again open for 
services. The ancient walls remain in- 
tact and several hotels have been rebuilt 
or repaired. 

One architect, M. Hemar, of St. Ser- 
van, is responsible for the general survey 
of all the work. He has given a life- 
time of study to the Maloine style of 
architecture and is therefore taking care 
that the new buildings should be designed 
according to one architectural concep- 
tion. 

It will, of course, take some years 
before all the former inhabitants obtain 
permanent homes. Many are at present 
living either in prefabricated huts, or in 
holiday villas which have been cop- 
verted to receive several families. 

There is a shortage of building labour. 
but those available are working with 
tremendous energy and industry. The 
hours of a French building trade opera- 
tive are from 7 a.m. to midday; then a 
break for a solid dinner, usually with 
plenty of meat: and afterwards from 
1.30 p.m. to 7 p.m. At St. Malo there 
is no work on Saturday or Sunday, but 
during the summer months there has 
been considerable overtime work until as 
late as 10 p.m., or alternatively, an earlier 
start in the morning. In order to en- 
courage overtime the French taxation 
authorities impose no taxes of any kind 
upon wages earned after 48 hours a 
week. This is a direct incentive to 
longer hours, especially in the summer.

THE NEW SOUTH BANK RIVER WALL 


Some Notes on the Granite Work 


[N October, 1948, the London County 

Council approved a plan for the 
redevelopment of the South Bank of the 
Thames between the County ‘Hall, 
Waterloo Bridge and York Road, a site 
of about 30 acres, which is to be used 
for the main national exhibition of the 
Festival of Britain, 1951. The plan in- 
cludes the extension of the river wall 
from the County Hall to the downstream 
side of Waterloo Bridge. This wall, now 
in course of construction, is somewhat 
similar in appearance to the existing one 
in front of County Hall. Approximately 
1,700 ft. in length, it follows a wide con- 
vex arc and encroaches into the river an 
average distance of 110 ft. providing an 
additional area of four and a half acres, 
which is now in process of being filled in 
with about 120,000 cu. yds. of consoli- 
dated earth and rubble. This space will 
probably be laid out as public gardens 
after the close of the 1951 exhibition. 


Good progress is being made with the 
construction of the new wall, which is 
of mass concrete faced with Cornish 
granite, as shown in the accompanying 
elevation. typical section and details. 
The granite facing and parapet is in some 
11 courses of varying heights, the lower 
seven running continuously throughout, 
while the upper portion of the wall is 
diversified by lamp pedestals occurring 
at intervals of some 60 ft. As will be seen 
from the sectional drawing, the wall is 
battered to a vertical curve of 100 ft. 


radius; consequently the beds of the 
lower courses are neither horizontal nor 
parallel. Deviation from the rectangular 
is of the order of only one-tenth inch, but

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this amount, though small, cannot be 
disregarded because of its cumulative 
effect. Thus all the stones in the 
radially battered courses of the wall are 
slightly wedge-shaped in two directions— 
inwardly on plan and outwardly in 
cross-section. The vertical section of the 
wall has to be set out full size, and as 
a 100 ft. radius cannot conveniently be

struck, it has to be calculated. From this 
section templets or moulds are made for 
the section of each course, and these are 
duplicated and supplied to the masons in 
the various quarries so that conformit 
with the correct section can be ensure 

The radius of the convex arc from 
County Hall to Waterloo Bridge is of the 
order of one-third to half-a-mile. It 
might be thought that a curve ofthis 
magnitude would be too large to have 
any appreciable effect on the dimen- 
sions of the individual stones. Actually, 
however, owing to the batter of the wall, 
the arc is slightly larger for the lower 
courses than for the upper ones; the 
difference is something like one foot in 
600, which: amounts to about one-tenth 
inch in each stone. This difference, if 
neglected, would “pile up” until it 
became serious; so to guard against this 
the arc has to be calculated for various 
courses and the stones dimensioned 
accordingly. 

The sweep of the wall is unbroken, 
except by converging flights of water- 
men’s steps which occur about midway 
between Waterloo and Charing Cross 
Bridges. It will be noted that, unlike the 
Victoria Embankment on the opposite 
side of the river, the parapet of the new 
wall is not ta be solid but completed 
by a handrail, which is not shown on 
the accompanying drawings. Fifty- 
thousand cubic feet of granite from the 
quarries in Cornwall will be used in this 
wall: The preparation of this is essen- 
tially mason’s work; on certain stones 
machinery is used for final dress- 
ing, but it is not possible to use 
| machinery to any considerable extent. 
The procedure at the yard is that draw- 
ings are prepared showing the position, 
dimensions and identification marking 
of each stone, and as each one is com-

pleted its identification mark is painted 
on it, so that on arrival at the site its 
exact position in the work is known. 
The stones are loaded into a ship at the 
wharf at Penryn and brought direct to 
the South Bank site, where they are 
stacked adjacent to the position they are 
to occupy in the wall. The order for 
this granite was placed with Messrs. 
Cooper, Wettern and Co., Ltd., of Croy- 


| Tangent to curved batter of Wall 
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don, on November 2, 1948, and the 
completion date for their contract is 
August 2, 1950. The company is work- 
ing to full capacity on this job by reason 
of the shortage of masons. The wall has 
been designed by the Chief Engineer of 
the London County Council, Mr. J. 
Rawlinson, M.Inst.C.E., who is respon- 
sible for its erection, while the Council’s 
architect, Mr. R. H. Matthew, A.R.I1.B.A., 
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has advised on the architectural treat- 
ment. Messrs. Richard Costain, Ltd., 
are the main contractors. 

It is of interest to recall that it is 
nearly 80 years since the Victoria Em- 
bankment, on the opposite side of the 
river, was completed from the designs 
of Sir Joseph Bazalgette, Engineer to the 
Metropolitan Board of Works, who, by 
the way, is commemorated by a monu- 
ment on one of the pedestals of the 
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embankment wall opposite Northumber- 
land-avenue. The building of an equally 
fine embankment on the south side of 
the river was long overdue, but all lovers 
of London will be glad that a start has 
at last been made with it and will hope 
that the extension as far as l.ondon 
Bridge may soon be undertaken to give 
central riverside London the dignity it 
deserves.

Incentives : Finding a Solution a 


To THE Epitor oF The Builder. 


QR feel certain that everyone who 

is anxious to see an early solution 
to the present production problems facing 
the building industry will have read, with 
the very greatest in-erest, your report of 
Mr. Russon’s forthright and constructive 
address to the Reading employers on 
“Building Incentives” (The Builder, 
October 28). There were two points in 
his address which struck me as being of 
fundamental importance. 

First, his reference to labour cost 
control. I would venture to suggest that 
this matter is very closely allied to the 
need for developing technical training 
and education to cope with this new 
aspect of our present industrial evolu- 
tion and that one of the answers to the 
early solution of our production enigma 
is a far more lively appreciation by the 
industry, as a whole, of its need for tech- 
nical training, par.icularly in the matter of 
labour costing and contro]. There is no 
doubt that other industries have already 
come to realise this very vital point and 
have tackled it with energy and, as a 
result, have reaped rich rewards from 
their efforts. I cannot believe that the 
building industry, once it realises that 
matter, will be slow to follow suit. 

Second, Mr. Russon speaks of the diffi- 
culties concerning the building industry 
in connection with the wider application 
of incentive schemes beyond their applica- 
tion to housing, and suggests that such 
difficulties are not insuperable, provided 
building trades employers will investi- 
gate the problem with the idea that they 
will succeed. One cannot help being 
reminded of Mr. Churchill’s stirring 
directive during the war concerning Mul- 
berry harbours, in which he said, “ Let 
me have the best solution worked out. 
Don’t argue the matter. The difficulties 
will argue for themselves.” I believe that 
if all the energy and ingenuity which has 
been displayed in endeavouring to prove 
that monetary incentives in the building 
industry cannot work had, in fact, been 
devoted to constructive thought in try- 
ing to evolve an equitable and workable 
scheme, we might to-day be far nearer a 
solution to this very complex matter. 

Surely the time is opportune for an 
interchange of constructive ideas and in- 
formation through the medium of your 
correspondence columns. Perhaps you 
would give a lead to this suggestion.

‘** An Unjust Regulation ” 


To THE EpiTor oF The Builder. 
~IR,—I was very interested in your 

article under the above caption 
(The Builder, October 28) because the 
question of legislation by delegate powers 





is a very important matter. For many 
years past we have witnessed a definite 
decline of Parliamentary control, in fact, 
the real power of the Executive has 
grown enormously in all directions at the 
expense of Parliamentary hegemony. 
Some orders are left solely to the execu- 
tive discretion of the Minister whose 
Rules and Orders are invested with valid- 
ity “as if enacted in this Act” and 
further, an Order by the Minister, how- 
ever far it may depart from an Act, has 
, the effect “ as though enacted in the Act” 
if it purports to be made under the Act, 
and so on. 

There is also the danger, as, alas! we 
have experienced, of the inefficient 
Executive exercising delegated powers at 
the expense of a long suffering com- 
munity. 

The fact given in your citation, that the 
architect had no knowledge of the breach 
and could not reasonably have been ex- 
pected to know it, is not a defence in the 
eyes of those who frame some of these 
unjust Orders, and the injustice referred 
to is only one of a considerable number. 
I recall during the war an Oxford College 
was prosecuted for buying eggs at more 
than the controlled price. The price was 
Jegal until a new Order varied it. It was 
proved that the Order was so recent that 
it could not possibly have come to the 
knowledge of the defendants at the time 
of the purchase by any means short of 
telepathy, but a fine had to be imposed. 

We may well ask ourselves whether 
this increase in delegated Executive 
power is an indication of the decline of 
legislative assemblies and political evolu- 
tion towards a totalitarian State?

THE group of old persons’ dwellings which the 


Minister of Health is to declare open at Harold 
Hill L.C.C. housing estate on November 18 
is the first of its kind to be completed on a 
post-war L.C.C. estate, and is an interesting example 
of recent trends of thought in regard to the kind of 
accommodation considered best suited to this category 
of tenant. The Housing Committee, together with the 
Social Welfare Committee of the Council, have given 
very careful consideration to the problem, and their 
recommendations have been accepted as the guiding 
principles for meeting the housing needs of old people, 
that is to say : 


(i) For able-bodied old persons, one-room flats 
interspersed among houses or flats occupied by younger 


people ; 
(ii) for old persons in fairly good health, but likely

to need occasional care and attention, and perhaps 
help with shopping or housework, one-room flats 
planned in groups with provision for communal 
amenities such as recreation rooms, etc. ; 

(iii) for infirm old people, special accommodation 
as part of the Welfare Service. 

As regards (i), a one-room bungalow of standard 
design (P.1) has been evolved to meet the need, and is 
already being provided in considerable numbers on 
Council estates. These bungalows are usually built 
in pairs on the butterfly pattern, especially at road 
junctions where they give opportunity for interesting 
treatment of street corners. The ideal arrangement 
occurs where relatives of these old people live in the 
next-door house, and care and company are afforded 
without the strain of both regimes being contained 
within one household.

in single-storey terrace formation, with a two-storey 
recreational building comprising a common room, 
reading room, library, tea-making and snacks com- 
partment and toilets. 

Furniture for the recreational block will be provided 
by the Council. The provision of a warden’s house 
which is also part of these schemes is included at 
Harold Hill. It will be let at a normal rent on condi- 
tion that the tenant’s wife undertakes, at an appropriate 
rate of pay, occasional visiting of the old folk on the 
whole estate and assistance at recreational block. She 
will also be expected to co-operate with the various 
voluntary associations interested in the old people’s 
welfare. 

A certain number of individual gardens will also be 
provided with a communal garden of a more formal 
character for sitting out. A bowling green is envisaged 
for use in conjunction with the recreation block. 
The gardens and bowling green are planned on back 
land to ensure privacy, but to enable the old people to 
derive interest from looking out at the passing world 
the dwellings will front on to normal estate roads. 

Further to promote interest in life and to encourage 
the spirit of self-help, these ‘‘ Darby and Joan colonies,” 
as they have been called, are plotted in close proximity 
to shopping centres, cinema, etc. 

At Harold Hill, Marley tiles of various colours have 
been used for the floors, the roofs are of red pantiles 
and elm boarding has been used to make a feature gable- 
end treatment. The building work has been carried 
out by Messrs. W. and C. French, Ltd., of Buckhurst 
Hill, contractors for the 3,000 houses being erected 
on this estate under the direction of the Divisional 
Engineer, Mr. R. D. Waters, O.B.E., A.M.I.C.E. 
Mr. S. Howard, L.R.I.B.A., the Housing Architect, 
has been responsible for the planning and design under 
the Director of Housing and Valuer (Mr. Cyril H.

EXHIBITION 


LOOKING BACK 
The Exhibition’s Early Days 


r [HE Building Exhibition which opens 
at Olympia on Thursday next, Nov- 
ember 17, is the twenty-third of the 
series and the second since the war. No 
better measure could there be of the 
value this biennial event has to industry 
than that this year there are 80 more 
firms exhibiting, apart from there being 
a 20 per cent. increase in floor space, 
including an extension, for the first time, 
into the gallery of the National Hall. 


Since the turn of the century the 
Building Exhibition has steadily grown 
in importance as the recognised baro- 
meter of the industry’s commercial and 
technical advancement, so that few who 
know it to-day would connect it in any 
way with the exhibitions which started 
the seriés back in the 1880s. 


The story of those early days is well 
known to many. Coconut shies, hoop- 
la stands and other fairground side- 
shows occupied perhaps a greater floor 
area than the exhibits more directly con- 
cerned with building, despite repeated 
advance notices of the earnest intention 
of the organisers of those years to 
provide a bona-fide building exhibition. 


The year 1895 marked a _ decisive 
change in the fortunes of the Exhibition. 
It was never intended to be a popular 
event so far as the general public was 
concerned, yet it had been difficult to 
persuade many to recognise this. How- 
ever, Mr. H. Greville Montgomery, J.P., 
Hon. A.R.I.B.A., who now _ interested 


himself in the Exhibition, undertook its 
reorganisation on lines which would be 
of definite value to architects, surveyors, 
builders and all those whose business 
it was to deal directly with the building 
trades.

the late H. C. (“Stow”) Montgomery, 
who partnered him in the enterprise of 
their first Exhibition of 1895, took a 
bold but wise step. They invited the 
collaboration and assistance of a com- 
mittee of architects under the chairman-

ship of the late Professor Banister 
Fletcher. In this way was laid the 
foundation of a close association 
between the architectural profession and 
the Building Exhibition which has ever 
been strongly maintained. Each time 
the Exhjbition has been held since 1895, 
the President of the R.I.B.A, has been 
chairman of the Exhibition. 

In March, 1895, the first Exhibition 
organised by the Montgomery brothers 
was opened at the Royal Agricultural 
Hall by the Lord Mayor of London. 
It was acclaimed a great success. The 
countenance and support given by the 
R.I.B.A. provided just that background 
of official recognition which exhibitions 
of previous years had lacked. This 
Exhibition marked the beginning of the 
series organised on the lines we know 
to-day. The event which followed in 
the next year consolidated the initial 
success, and for the last Exhibition of 
the nineteenth century new plans were 
launched, and for the first time the series 
became international in character, there 
being exhibits from America, the Conti- 
nent and the Dominions. 

In 1901 The Builder described the 
Exhibition as “one of the best that has 
been held” and “a great advance on 
former occasions.” Increasing interest 
was being taken in technical develop- 
ments on the other side of the Atlantic, 
and among the exhibits introduced from 
America was “ Compo-board,” described 
at the time as “a new material com- 
posed of a wooden core treated with 
paper on each side to make the finished 
material resistant to water.” From 
America also came a new invention 
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described as a “ time-recorder,” designed 
“to facilitate the accurate and indispu- 
table record of the time at which 
employees arrive for work.” 

At the 1895 Exhibition the exhibitors 
had numbered 92. Ten years later the 
figure was 317, but the applications of 
scores more had to turned down 
owing to lack of space. A contemporary 
journalist gave a vivid impression of the 
general scene at the Royal Agricultural 
Hall in those days when he wrote: 

“The day before the formal opening 
—ever a time of seething bustle—the 
Hall was like a huge workshop in which 
the confusion of tongues resembled that 
at the building of the Tower of Babel. 
French and Italian workmen were lay- 
ing terrazzo floors and polishing marble 
mosaic; Germans were planing wood- 
block floors; Englishmen of divers 
dialects were plastering and painting the 
stands and unpacking and stacking their 
exhibits and fitting their machinery. 
There were Scotsmen, too, and also 
Irishmen. Vanloads of goods were 
driven into the Hall and after being 
emptied of their goods and litter were 
driven out again. To evolve order out 
of chaos in one night seemed an impos- 
sible task. One bewildered workman, to 
excuse his meagre show, produced a 
telegram ‘Cannot send the bricks 
to-day, too hot.’ The kiln, he explained, 
had only just been drawn.”

In 1907, following earlier difficulties 
regarding space, it was decided to change 
the venue to Olympia, a home which 
has housed it ever since. 

_ It is interesting to note that the enthu- 
siasm which the Exhibition inspired 
among exhibitors and visitors alike at 
the beginning of the century is no less 
evident to-day and, if current reports 
be any criterion, the Exhibition opening 
on Thursday will be a worthy successor.

GOVERNMENT DISPLAYS 


AT THE EXHIBITION 


GOVERNMENT DEPARTMENTS are 

represented in force at the Exhibition 
and their exhibits are designed to remind 
the technician and inform the layman 
of the work of research, development and 
planning carried out by the Ministries, 


The D.S.I.R. Exhibit 


(THE Department of Scientific and 

Industrial Research occupies an 
unusual position among Government 
Departments in that its function is 
advisory rather than executive. To a 
great extent the efficacy of its research 
depends on a close, two-way contact with 
all sections of the building industry, and 
its stand at the Exhibition is one way 
of promoting these contacts. 

The exhibits this year have been chosen 
to display graphically some results and 
methods that can be of immediate use to 
the industry. It is not easy for a large 
and varied industry such as building to 
assimilate research results’ quickly, but 
the delay in their application must be 
minimised if the full benefit of applied 
research is to be reaped. 

Exhibits by the Building Research 
Station include the making of geod con- 
crete, concrete surface finishes, plastering 
on board and metal lathing, foundations 
on firm, shrinkable clays, thermal insula- 
tion, and building with lightweight con- 
cretes. Cement as covered by the various 
British Standards is a good and reliable 
material, but it is surprising how much 
poor concrete is made. Illustrated on the 
stand are the precautions necessary to 
avoid common faults, such as the dust- 
ing of floors, spalling over reinforcement 
and failure under severe conditions such 
as those which have to be withstood by 
kerbstones; also the quality control of 
concrete to obtain minimum variability 
with the consequent economy of cement 
and methods of surface finishing to give 
good weathering properties. To illustrate 
this last point, exhibits are shown that 
have been exposed for 14 years to the 
polluted atmosphere of a northern indus- 
trial city. Similar panels made at the 
same time, but stored under good con- 
ditions, afford a comparison. 

Plastering on board and metal lathing 
is a modern craft, and although it is 
usually successful, certain faults do occur. 
Anyone who has experienced difficulties 
in these processes will be interested in 
the full-size panels illustrating common 
faults, explaining the cause and detailing 
the methods by which they may be 
avoided." 
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A very dry summer and autumn has 
caused an unusually large number of 
cases of cracking in buildings founded 
on the firm, shrinkable clay that covers 
much of southern and eastern England. 
The reasons for these failures are now 
well understood, as is the cure—founda- 
tions 3 ft. 6 in. deep, and no trees or 
shrubs too close to the buildings. Cheaper 
ways of founding buildings at sufficient 
depth are being sought, and one inter- 
esting development, the founding of 
buildings on short piles cast in situ, is 
illustrated. It has already been used for 
a few buildings and appears likely to 
prove both practical and economical. 


Thermal Insulation. 

Post-war investigations at the Building 
Research Station have shown that thermal 
insulation can not only provide more 
comfortable living conditions but can 
also be sound economics. Although con- 
siderable progress has been made, the 
value of adequate thermal insulation is 
still not appreciated sufficiently widely. 
As an example, a small section of a 


building has been erected to demonstrate. 


the use of lightweight concrete blocks 
for the inner leaves of external walls 
and to illustrate the technique of con- 
struction. Other aspects of good con- 
struction, including the cavity party wall 
and the detailing necessary at door and 
window openings to give good sound 
insulation, are also illustrated. 
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Each year dry rot costs this country 
millions of pounds, much of it in dollars. 
The causes of dry rot are known, and 
at the Exhibition The Forest Products 
Research Laboratory demonstrates yet 
again the precautions needed to prevent 
its occurrence. But cases of rot 
can be the fault of the architect, the 
builder or the householder, and the co- 
operation of all is needed if the loss 
from this cause is to be reduced. Other 
exhibits by the Forest Products Research 
Laboratory are designed to illustrate two 
facets of timber economy: the design of 
a timber roof to give adequate strength 
with the minimum amount of timber 
and the choice and positioning of floor 
or ceiling joists, so that knots are placed 
at points of minimum stress. ; 

In waterlogged clay soils cast-iron and 
steel pipes are liable to be attacked by 
sulphate producing bacteria, which cause 
extensive corrosion of the pipes often in 
as few as three years. This problem has 
been investigated by The Chemical 
Research Laboratory; the soil conditions 
conducive to such attacks are known, and 
where these occur protective measures can 
be taken. 

Escape from a building which is on 
fire depends, among other things, on the 
rate of spread of the fire. Flame spreads 
very rapidly across certain types of wall 
lining materials, and the use of unsuit- 
able materials in such places as narrow 
corridors can constitute a considerable

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fire risk. The Joint Fire Research Organi- 
sation is showing a loop film on the stand 
illustrating this oe ag the tests by which 
wall lining materials can be classified in 
terms of rate of flame spread, and the 
need for consideration of this in choosing 
materials for particular situations. 

At a cinema on the opposite end of the 
Gallery regular programmes of films will 
be shown, and included in these pro- 
grammes are at least three films produced 
by the Building Research Station. 

The stand [ No. 453, Gallery] has been 
designed for D.S.I.R. by Mr. Montague 
Reed, of the C.O.I. 


Ministry of Works 
EXHIBITS displayed by this Ministry 
fall under three heads :— 

(1) Modern Site Organisation—An 
exhibit illustrates various recording sys- 
tems for the Costing and Programming 
and Progressing of building work. The 
various sections demonstrate how such 
systems can effect worthwhile improve- 
ments in the organising of the job. They 
can be applied to both large- and small- 
scale undertakings, and are therefore of 
interest and value to everyone in the 
industry. The methods portrayed, when 
linked with incentives and with the aid 
of up-to-date equipment, can increase out- 
put and reduce costs. ‘ 

(2) Prestressed Concrete-——This struc- 
tural material is now coming to the front 
in Britain, not only because it can replace 
timber and steel for many applications— 
purlins, joists, railway sleepers, water 
tanks, bridges—but because it has valu- 
able intrinsic advantages. The display 
explains by illustrations, diagrams, 
models, what the theory of prestressing 
is, and how the material is already being 
applied to important structural projects 
in Britain and overseas. Actual speci- 
mens and sections of prestressed mem- 
bers demonstrate the material economies 
obtained by its use in place of normal 
reinforced concrete or all-steel members 
—savings of up to 80 per cent. in steel 
and 30 per cent. in cement. 

(3) Steel Economy through Efficient 
Use.—Steel is the key raw material for 
all industries. Every ton produced must 
be used to maximum effect. This section 
shows how structural engineers and archi- 
tects can help by designing to advanced 
performance standards; by using high 
tensile steel for suitable jobs, or the new 
cold-formed or cold-rolled lightweight 
sections; by using prestressed concrete; 
or by avoiding the use of steel altogether 
if other materials will serve. Booklets 
detailing the new Codes of Practice, and 
B.S.S. which permit higher working 
stresses, are available on the stand [No. 
445, Gallery ]. 


Ministry of Labour and National. 
Service (Factory Department) 


DURING the three years preceding the 
coming into force of the Building 
(Safety, Health and Welfare) Regulations, 
1948, more than 23,000 accidents, includ- 
ing over 600 fatalities, were reported to 
H.M. Inspectors of Factories as having 
occurred on building sites. In its stand 
at the Exhibition, the Factory Department 
of the Ministry of Labour and National 
Service calls attention to the causes of 
many of these accidents and of the steps 
which should be taken to prevent their 
occurrence. Models of both tubular and 
timber scaffolding illustrate. means of re- 
ducing to a minimum the risk of workmen 
and materials falling from scaffolding or 
into unprotected openings.

avoid the risks of men falling down the 
hoistway or being struck by the ascend- 
ing or descending platform has called for 
no little ‘ingenuity. In the case of mobile 
hoists the safeguards provided must be 
capable of rapid erection and of standing 
up to rough usage. A working model 
showing a satisfactory method of pro- 
tecting the “hoistway” of a mobile 
hoist is exhibited and this is supplemented 
on the stand by illustrations of other 
useful methods. 

Even though the safe working of a 
crane depends largely on good mainten- 
ance, the showing of a working model 
of an automatic safe load indicator, 
which of itself gives warning of the over- 
loading of a jib crane, points out a 
tendency to overload such cranes and the 
necessity of providing a device which will 
automatically call the ‘driver’s attention 
to the dangerous condition existing. 

To-day excavation work is commonly 
done by mechanical excavators, but 
nevertheless in practically alJ cases it is 
still necessary for men to go into excava- 
tions to work. The serious record of 
injury which has resulted from the col- 
lapse of the unsupported sides of exca- 
vations is a sufficient reason for showing 
a model which illustrates a method of 
working which makes it unnecessary for 
any man to be in any part of an excava- 
tion until the sides are sufficiently sup- 
ported to ensure his safety. 

The importance of providing welfare 
amenities for the workers on building 
sites is now fully recognised. A range 
of photographs shows actual arrange- 
ments which have been made on jobs. 

Success in accident prevention depends 
largely on close co-operation between 
employers, foremen, and workmen. In 
order to further such co-operation and to 
advise on safety matters generally 


arrangements have been made to ensure 
the attendance on the stand throughout 
the exhibition of H.M. Inspectors of Fac- 
tories who have had special experience of 
the building trade and of the applica- 
tion of the Building (Safety, Health and 
Welfare) Regulations, 1948.

Planning

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history good building has frequently been 
inseparable from good town planning. 
The modern problem is shown to be that 
of extending the benefits of good plan- 
ning combined with good building to all 
parts of the country and all sections of 
ihe community. 

The essential problems of town and 
country planning are, however, shown to 
be much more complex than merely those 
of providing good houses, since they in- 
volve the whole question of satisfying the 
various claimants on the use of land— 
housing, industry, agriculture, the armed 
forces, etc. This points to the conclusion 
that only a central arbiter in the shape of 
a Ministry can satisfy all these claimants 
by ensuring that all have a proper share 
of the land, while, as far as possible, pre- 
serving the beauty of the countryside. 
Stress is laid on the fact that planning 
does not mean Jess building or more for 
that matter, but that development is 
directed to the right place from the point 
of view of everyone concerned. 


The ultimate location of a new house 
or a new town is, of course, influenced by 
population factors, the need for attracting 
new industry, the existence of good ser- 
vices and adequate transport arrange- 
ments, to name only a few important 
points. The Master Plan for Stevenage, 
along with architects’ elevations of some 
of the buildings for the New Town, are 
shown, to demonstrate planned layout of 
industry and living accommodation with 
an appropriate type of building in an 
appropriate place, 

Among the many problems facing the 
town and country planner is one of par- 
ticular concern to the builder: the prob- 
lem of ensuring sufficient production in the 
right places of some of his essential raw 
materials, for example—sand, gravel, and 
the limestone needed for cement produc- 
tion. Attention is drawn to the national 
survey of resources of these materials, to 
the method of deciding individual cases 
for or against extraction, and to the suc- 
cess attending efforts at restoring worked- 
out areas to their former beauty and use- 
fulness. 

In summing up what these exhibits 
reveal, successful co-operation between 
the planner, the builder, the architect and 
the local authorities is shown as the key 
which unlocks the door to the encourage- 
ment of higher standards in new building, 
combined with the preservation of all that 
is best in the heritage of the past. [Stand 
451, Gallery. ]

* A stand designed to demonstrate the 
economy in labour and materials achieved by 
roofing with clay tiles is that of John Board 
and Co., Ltd. The following examples are 
displayed with special reference to gables, 
eaves and mansard fittings: Home-made 
double Roman tiles (Pattern No. 1), inter- 
locking double Roman tiles(Pattern No. 1D), 
reproduced Old English pantiles (Pattern 
No. 5), ‘* Weatherblock”’ plain tiles and 
=— ” bold roll tiles. [Stand No. J, 


* ‘‘ Dri-Crete’ mortarless concrete blocks 
have been displayed by The British Art Tile 
Co., Ltd. These products have been on the 
market since the +1947 Exhibition. They 
can be laid without mortar, and thus a fast 
rate of erection can be achieved. The blocks 
can be made in a range of colours. The 
base-course only is bedded and levelled, and a 
band-course is introduced where necessary 
for increased stability. ‘‘ Dri-Crete” is 
being used for local authority screen walls, 
boundary walls, dwarf walls, and also for 
farm buildings, garages and factories. This 
firm also have on show the “ Batco” floor 
tile. [Stand No. S, 297.] 

Colthurst, Symons and Co., Ltd., are 
exhibiting a number of interesting types of 
tiles in various finishes, both in regard to

The ‘“* Vibro- 
block ’’ machine, suitable for the manufacture 
of hollow and solid blocks and slabs, is 
exhibited as well as the Pan vibrator which is 
designed specifically for concreting works 
such as road widening, etc. The Allam 
hydraulic bar cropper, the firm’s most recent 
product, is also on view. It is designed to 
cut 1? in. mild steel in two to three.seconds or 
a multiple of smaller bars up to the vertical 
capacity of the jaws.

* British Hoist and Crane Co., Ltd., are 
showing a few of the machines taken from 
their range of builders’ hoists and winches. 
The “ Ant Queen” mobile hoist is on show, 
this year in a slightly improved form, and 
interested visitors will also see the new 
“Saga Junior.” This winch, which was 
introduced only a few months ago after 
several years’ experimental development, 
possesses, it is claimed, the highest power- 
weight-ratio of any winch in the world. The 
specification is unique in so far as the winch is 
light enough for a man to carry, and yet with 
its 1-h.p. petrol engine will deal with direct 
line loads of 2 cwt., 14 cwt., and 1 cwt., via 
the three speeds provided. Another new 
winch known as the “* Saga 3 ” will be on view.

Concrete elevating equipment is also 
on display, a noteworthy feature being the 
design of the floor hopper mouth.

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THE TOWN PLANNING INSTITUTE 


Realism in Planning 


A PLEA for the exercise by planners of 
a sense of realism in the prepara- 
tion of development plans—realism in 
the sense that that which was planned 
should have a reasonable chance of being 
carried out—was made by Mr. Lewis 
Silkin, M.P., Minister of Town and 
Country Planning, when he spoke at the 
first post-war annual dinner of the Town 
Planning Institute, held at the Trocadero 
Restaurant, London, on November 2. 
Mr. James W. R. Adams, F.I.L.A., the 
retiring President, was in the chair. 

Mr. SILKIN began by expressing his 
faith in the future of planning and the 
planning profession. In this country 
to-day both were in a healthy and sturdy 
state, and despite the imminence'of a 
“certain event” and the talk there had 
been in some quarters about repealing the 
1947 Town and Country Planning Act 
and cutting the New Towns programme, 
he considered there was little need for 
any fear regarding the future. 

Whatever unkind people might say 
about planning and whatever the contents 
of some letters sent to The Times— 
occasionally by gentlemen who ought to 
be better occupied—if the Department 
over which he presided was criticised at 
all, it was not because of over-planning, 
but rather because of lack of planning. 
Most of the criticisms received were on 
account of the absence of planning con- 
trol, and most people wanted the Depart- 
ment to exercise greater control of plan- 
ning than it did. 

Some people tended to get hold of 
catch-phrases, such as “ New Towns to 
starve in,” and rather seemed to suggest 
that new building could take place with- 
out using land. He would like to see how 
one and a half million people could be 
provided with better living conditions and 
amenities without using some land. 

Whatever the outcome might be of that 
“ certain event,” to which he had referred, 
he hoped the work of town and country 
planning would continue. . It was now 
accepted as one of the essential factors 
in the life of the country, and he did not 
think anyone would wish to return to the 
days of entirely uncontrolled develop- 
ment. 

The Minister went on to refer to the 
development pans that were now being 
prepared in all parts of the country and 
pointed out that the plan was only the 
first stage—a very necessary first stage— 
to action. The time was coming when 
these plans would have to be translated 
into action and to-day the public had a 
sense of something lacking in that these 
beautiful, illustrated two guinea volumes 
were not being translated into buildings 
and completed planning schemes. The 
public wanted to see the outcome of these 
plans, and that was where the planner 
very often:came unstuck because hither- 
to these documents had been prepared 
in many cases in a spirit of complete 
irresponsibility, without bothering to give 
any explanation as to how the plans were 
going to be implemented. 

Very soon we would.cease to talk about 
making plans and turn to the subject of 
implementing plans. Therefore’ the 
plans would have: to be prepared on a 
much more realistic basis than they had 
been hitherto. For this reason, said the 
Minister, he wanted to make a strong 
plea for realism in the preparation of 
these plans. We all had our dreams— 
wonderful ideas and feelings about new 
towns rising from the ashes of the old, 


and so forth—we should enjoy them and 
do the very best we could to carry them 
out; but we might find that we had got 
to control our dearest ambitions and 
visions for the future and get down to 
something practicable and tangible, some- 
thing which the people of this country 
would be able to see in the form of 
bricks and mortar. 

The Minister, who was responding to 
the toast of ‘“‘ His Majesty’s Government,” 
proposed by Lt.-Col. H. P. CarT DE 
LAFONTAINE, O.B.E., T.D., F.R.LB.A., 
vice-President of the Institute, concluded 
by expressing the hope that the next 
year or two would see the beginning of 
the implementation of what planners had 
worked and striven for in years gone by. 
The greatest danger to planning, he felt, 
was not this talk about repealing certain 
Acts of Parliament, but rather the fact 
that unless something concrete was done 
about carrying out those plans the pub- 
le ae become disillusioned and lose 
aith. 

The toast of “The Town Planning 
Institute” was given by Sir ROBERT 
Fraser, K.B.E., C.B., Deputy Chairman 
of the Central Land Board, who recalled 
the early years of the Institute and that 
the first paper read at its meetings was 
on “ pe Valuation in Relation to Town 
Planning.” Sir Robert noted that the 
Institute’s first president was the father 
of its 35th president and went on to say 
that those present would not like the 
occasion to pass without reference being 
made to the fine record of Mr. A 
Potter, O.B.E., who had been the Insti- 
tute’s secretary since its formation. 

In reply, THE PRESIDENT said that 
some members of the Institute, since 
1909, and many more since 1919 had had 
experience of working under a succession 
of town planning Acts. It was because 
of their training in this hard school that 
they had no fears regarding the conclu- 
sions of the Committee set up by the 
Minister of Town and Country Planning 
to inquire into the qualifications and type 
of training necessary for those engaged 
in town and country planning. 

The toast of “The Guests” was pro- 
posed by SiR Howarp Roserts, C.B.E., 
D.L., a past-President, and Mr. JAMES 
CALLAGHAN, M.P., Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Ministry of Transport, replied. 


Presidential Address 


IR GEORGE PEPLER, .C.B., 
F.R.LC.S., Hon. A.R.I.B.A., was 
installed as President of the Town Plan- 
ning Institute by Mr. James W. R. 
Adams (retiring President) at a general 
meeting of members at the Central Hall, 
Westminster, on November 3. 
Educational progress during the past 
30 years was the main theme of Sir 
George’s inaugural address. He recalled 


that 30 years ago there were only 
two schools of planning in _ this 
country, namely the Department of 
Civic Design, founded by the first 


Lord Leverhulme, at Liverpool Univer- 
sity, in 1909, and the Department of 
Town Planning, at London University. 
Now there were numerous schools of 
planning of which 11 (including the Uni- 
versity of Witwatersrand, South Africa) 
were recognised by the Institute. He 
continued :— 

The numbers required in our profession, 
although at present considerably short of 
fulfilment, are limited and therefore it 
would be foolish to attempt to add 
largely to the number of recognised 
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schools. There are, however, geographi- 
cal gaps in the West Midlands, South 
Wales, and the West of England that 
we should like to see filled by new chairs 
at existing Universities. To-day it costs 
a great deal to establish a new chair and 
this surely is a very deserving object for 
government help. I personally have been 
lecturing at Cambridge in the Department 
of Estate Management and am not with- 
out hopes that a recognised course may 
before long be established by that 
Department in that great University. 


Commenting on the relations between 
the Institute and the Ministry of Town 
_ Country Planning, Sir George 
said :— 

I feel that we are particularly privileged 
because I can think of no other profes- 
sional Institute which can point to 
a Ministry entirely devoted to the sub- 
ject it was founded to promote. The 
first of the several objects for which our 
Institute was founded, 35 years ago, was 
(I quote from our original Memorandum 
of Association) “to advance the study of 
town planning, civic design and kindred 
subjects, and of the arts and sciences as 
applied to those subjects”; another 
object was, in effect, to build up a pro- 
fession qualified to practise the art or 
science of town planning, made practic- 
able by then recent legislation. 

The Ministry has produced an entirely 
new Act which, plus the Ministry’s own 
regulations and orders, governs the pro- 
cedure for the preparation of plans, and 
in addition has been charged with the 
national duty of immense importance 
which requires that the Ministry should 
be given a higher status in the hierarchy 
of national government. 

As a broad summarisation one may say 
that the principal functions of the Minis- 
try are to evolve and secure the execu- 
tion of national policy with reference to 
the use of land and to guide local plan- 
ning authorities in the preparation of 
surveys and development plans, and 
Development Corporations in __ the 
development of New Towns—guidance 
to include the supplying of information 
and data, and to be followed. by the 
approval (or disapproval) of plans, 
adjusted to fit into a regional and national 
framework. 

On the other hand the principal func- 
tions of the Institute are, I suggest, to 
continue to advance the study and 
development of the art or science of 
town and country planning, regardless of 
immediate legal limitations, and to keep 
the profession up to date in the practical 
application of the art or science in order 
to take the fullest possible advantage of 
current legislation. 

This of course does not cover the whole 
field, which includes both the related arts 
and sciences, the old guards of which 
comprise the architects, engineers, and 
surveyors who have joined in founding 
us and who have remained our friends, 
and the propaganda bodies such as the 
Town and Country Planning Associa- 
tion, the National Housing and Town 
Planning Council and the International 
Federation for Housing and Town Plan- 
ning. 

If, however, my broad summarisation 
is correct, it suggests that the Ministry 
and our Institute have clear and parallel 
fields of work. Happily it can be said 
that, while each is free to criticise the 
other, the most friendly relationship exists 
between the two bodies. Here I would 
like to interject a plea, rather than a 
criticism, namely that the Ministry should 
not attempt too much spoon-feeding of 
local planning authorities. Local talent 
may not always be able to have its way, 
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but it should always be given full and 
unfettered opportunity io have its say. 

May I also loose another bee from my 
bonnet? The talk to-day is all of flexi- 
bility and outline, but too much flexibility 
means flabbiness and outline lacks defi- 
niteness. Let us have the courage of our 
convictions and, having studied all avail- 
able pertinent data, make up our minds, 
give definite expression to them, and 
stick to them until changed circumstances 
show us to be wrong. I am convinced 
that unless we do this our plans will be 
meaningless and will give confidence to 
nobody. 

With reference to “Our Own Profes- 
sion,” it is, I think, inevitable, as in most 
other professions, that the official plan- 
ners should increasingly outnumber the 
private practitioners. As one who began 
in private practice, to which after a long 
period of official life I have recently 
returned, I can see merits in both, but 
would venture the comment that the less 
“ official” an official can be, the more 
will he contribute to the cause we all 
serve. 

Discussion 

LieuT.-CoL. H. P. CART DE LAFONTAINE, 
O.B.E. (vice-President), proposing a vote 
of thanks to Sir George Pepler for his 
address, said as one who joined the Insti- 
tute in the early days—some 30 years 
ago—he was much interested in the 
President’s survey of past history. But 
he noticed one considerable omission; whe: 
failed to tell them of his part in building 
up the Institute and the International 
Federation, of his many visits to local 
authorities, to the conferences, meetings 
of joint committees, and his work in the 
old Ministry of Health, and later in the 
Ministry of Town and Country Planning. 

Without this work, it was safe to say 

planning, as they knew it to-day, not only 
in England but abroad, would still be 
in the chaotic condition of some 40 years 
ago. 
Turning to the future of the Institute, 
Col. Cart de Lafontaine said it was inter- 
esting to note that Sir George, from his 
wide. experience, suggested that local 
authorities should not have too much 
spoon-feeding from the Ministry. 

“I think we all agree,” the speaker 
added, “ that there is a tendency, not only 
in planning, but in the nationalised indus- 
tries towards over-centralisation. If local 
authorities were encouraged to act on 
their own initiative I feel sure public 
interest in town and country plannin 
would be stimulated and the feeling o 
frustration which exists to-day would 
give place to a more enthusiastic co- 
operation between local authorities and 
the public.” 

What could be usefully done was to 
follow the President’s example and have 
visits from ‘headquarters to provincial 
centres, when the main points of the 
national plan could be explained and the 
part which county councils and local 
authorities were expected to take in its 
realisation made clear. 

Mr. S. L. G. BEauFoy, seconding the 
vote of thanks, paid warm tribute to Sir 
George Pepler’s knowledge and wisdom 
in town and country planning matters. 
They could not go, he said, into any 
civilised country where the name of Sir 
George Pepler was not known and 
revered,

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HOUSING PROGRAMME 


M.O.H. Review: A Stop on 
Private Licences 


TTHE Minister of Health, Mr. Aneurin 
Bevan, has sent a circular to the 
1,500 local housing authorities in Eng- 
land and Wales, outlining the adminis- 
trative steps being taken to give effect 
to the Government’s decision to reduce 
capital expenditure on housing. The 
circular makes it clear that it is the 
Government’s policy that priority should 
be given to the local authority house- 
building programme. In order to allow 
time, however, for detailed considera- 
tion of the programme for 1950 in the 
light of the necessary modifications in the 
total programme, local authorities are 
instructed to. suspend for the time being 
the issue of further private house-build- 
ing licences, except where a promise to 
issue a licence has already been made. 

It is the intention in the future 
arrangements now under consideration 
to allow a discretion to local authorities 
to issue licences in respect of a propor- 
tion of the houses allocated to them. 
They will be given further guidance on 
the question of licences for new houses 
in the near future. 


The Text of the Circular. 

The circular (102/49), which is signed 
by Mr. H. Symon, states:—“I am 
directed by the Minister of Health to 
refer to the statement on the economic 
situation made by the Prime Minister in 
the House of Commons on October 24 
and in particular to the paragraph on 
the subject of housing which reads as 
follows :—‘In the case of the Housing 
Programme, which will be reduced by 
some £35 million a year, the Govern- 
ment will see that the reduction in the 
number of new authorisations is made 
in accordance with a proper regard to 
priorities. By reducing the number of 
licences issued for the erection of houses 
by private persons, we shall secure that 
the local authority programme for the 
building of houses to let can proceed 
without any marked reduction.’ 

“ The allocation of further houses for 
erection by the local authority will be 
settled between the authority and the 
Principal Regional Officer in accordance 
with the current procedure in the Region. 

“The distribution of houses between 
individual local authorities must con- 
tinue to be reviewed from time to time 
in the light of the current evidence avail- 
able as to relative housing needs and 
building progress. Any redistribution 
between local authorities which may 
be made in the near future will be made 
on this ground. 

“Pending further directions to be 
given on his instructions by Principal 
Regional Officers to local authorities as 
to the restricted volume of private house- 
building licensing which will remain at 
their discretion, the Minister has decided 
that for the time being the issue of such 
licences should be suspended except in 
respect of individual cases where negotia- 
tions between an applicant and a local 
authority in regard to the erection of a 
particular house have proceeded so far 
that the local authority consider them- 
selves under an obligation to issue a 
licence. In these cases it will be for the 
local authority to satisfy themselves 
whether a promise has in fact been 
made. Subject to their consideration of 
individual cases of this kind no further 
licences should be issued and no further 
promises should be made for the 
present.” 
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The following statement has also been 
issued for guidance by the Ministry :— 

The circular deals with the immediate 
administrative action required in order 
to give effect to the Government's deci- 
sion on housing. 

The administrative operation of the 
programme is governed by the allocations 
of houses which are made from time to 
time to local authorities by the Principal 
Regional Officers, acting on general in- 
structions from the Minister. 

The total of new authorisations which 
can be granted for 1950 in order to estab- 
lish the programme on its new basis is 
likely to be some 20,000-25,000 less than 
for 1949. It will, within these figures, 
be possible for local authorities to main- 
tain the total local authority house- 
building programme in England and 
Wales at its present level, but it will 
not at the same time be possible to 
maintain the existing arrangements for 
the issue of licences. The circular makes 
it clear that it is the Government’s policy 
that priority should be given to the local 
authority house-building programme, 

In order to allow time for considera- 
tion of the programme for 1950 in the 
light of the necessary modifications in 
the total programme, local authorities 
are instructed in the circular to suspend 
for the time being the issue of further 
licences except where a promise to issue 
a licence has already been made. 

The circular makes it clear that the 
decision to suspend the issue of licences 
is a decision “for the time being.” 

It is the intention to provide in the 
future arrangements for a discretion to 
local authorities to issue licences in res- 
pect of a proportion of the houses allo- 
cated to them, but the extent of this dis- 
cretion requires to be considered with 
careful regard to the primary need for 
maintaining the local authority house- 
building programme. Further guidance 
will be given to local authorities in the 
near future on the question of licences 
for new houses. 


PRIVATE HOUSE BUILDING 


Birmingham Corporation to Press for. 
More Licences 


At a specia! meeting on October 25, 

the Birmingham City Council 
accepted the recommendations of the 
Joint Housing Conference, rejected a sug- 
gestion that a corporation house-building 
department should be created, and decided 
that authority should be sought from the 
Minister of Health to issue more private 
house-building licences. 

Presenting the report of the Conference, 
ALDERMAN J. C. BURMAN said it seemed 
obvious that building operatives did not 
find corporation housing schemes in the 
city sufficiently attractive, and _ that 
“unless we are able to extend the labour 
force we shall get nowhere.” There had 
been a tendency to adopt the rather smug. 
attitude that the city led the country, 
excluding London and Glasgow, in the 
number of houses built, but Birmingham’s: 
total of houses per 1,000 of the popula- 
tion was less than half the average. For 
the first six months of the year the aver- 
age production of houses was 104 a 
month.

Plans for Lime-street—Billiter-street 
Area 


(THE City of London’s Court of Com- 

mon Council, at its meeting at 
Guildhall on November 3, received a 
report of the Improvements and Town 
Planning Committee concerning  re- 
development plans affecting Lime-street, 
Billiter-street, Billiter-square, Fenchurch- 
avenue, Lime-street-square and Billiter- 
avenue. 

This site is within the 232 acres inclu- 
ded in the City’s Declaratory Order 
area. It is, therefore, subject to com- 
pulsory purchase by the City Corpora- 
tion, but an application has been received 
for permission to develop the site by the 
City of London Real Property Company 
Ltd., of 159, Fenchurch-street, E.C.3. 

The application has been favourably 
received by the City Corporation, whose 
policy of acquiring sites over a term of 
years in the Declaratory Area is subject 
to exception in cases where owners are 
prepared to redevelop on _ conditions 
approved by the Corporation and the 
London County Council. The Corpora- 
tion insists that the conditions for such 
private redevelopment must be satis- 
factory from a planning point of view, 
and on terms relating to compensation 
not less favourable to the Corporation 
than if compulsory purchase had taken 
place. 

In presenting the Improvement Com- 
mittee’s report to the Common Council 
on November 3, Mr. C. ERNEST LINK, 
chairman of the Committee, said that if 
the ill-lighted buildings, formerly exist- 
ing in this area, and the tangle of narrow 
thoroughfares were not to be perpetua- 
ted, it would have been _ necessary 


for the Corporation to exercise its com- , 


pulsory powers. But, by the co-operation 
of the private developers with the City 
Planning Officer, he was now able to 
submit to the Court proposals made by 
the developers for the comprehensive re- 
development of the area. 

The proposals, he said, were of such 
a character that Billiter-street and Lime- 
street could be widened, the public means 
of access greatly improved, and the inter- 
vening land redeveloped in accordance 
with the best conceptions of modern 
planning. The proposed development 
would greatly enhance the character of 
the area. 

As Mr. Link pointed out, all this can 
be achieved without cost to the Corpora- 
tion. He quoted this proposed develop- 
ment as an example, not only of good 
planning, but also as a practical applica- 
tion of the City’s general policy. 

Concerning this Billiter-street - Lime- 
Street project, it will be necessary for the 
developers to obtain from the Minister 
of Traftsport an Order under Section 49 
of the Town and Country Planning Act, 
1947, authorising the stopping up of 
parts of Fenchurch-avenue, Lime-street- 
square and Billiter-avenue. 

The developers will pay to the City 
Corporation the cost of all work neces- 
sary to the elimination of piped subways, 
and the cost of making-up, consolidating 
and paving the proposed new footways 
and carriageways. Further responsibili- 
ties of the developers will be to provide 
such walls on the new building lines as 
are required to support the public high- 
way, and to bear the cost of all altera- 
tions to pipes, mains, etc., belonging to 
statutory undertakers or nationalised 
industries. 
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The submitted plans provide a width 
of 32 feet in Lime-street, Billiter-street 
and a new connecting street. The new 
buildings on this site will be for use as 
offices, with a basement restaurant and 
a car park. The architects are Messrs. 
Gunton and Gunton, Empire House, St. 
Martin’s-le-Grand, E.C. 

As the site is in the Declaratory Order 
area, the City Corporation will act as 
the local planning authority, with the 
approval of the Minister of Town and 
Country Planning and with the agree- 
ment of the London County Council. 


L.C.C. SCHOOL BUILDING 


Standard Type of Steel Grid 
Construction Approved 


[THE Education Committee of the Lon- 

don County Council has approved 
preliminary plans for eight county pri- 
mary schools, in which it is proposed that 
a standard type of steel grid construction 
shall be used. In its report to the Coun- 
cil at the meeting held on November 8, 
the committee stated:— 

If the work necessary to enable build- 
ing to start in 1950 on the many projects 
in the 1950 educational building pro- 
gramme is to be carried out in time, every 
effort will have to be made to economise 
in materials and labour. We have, there- 
fore considered the adoption of methods 
of construction of schools which will per-

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dards of the Ministry of Education build- 
ing regulations. Even with this method, 
the completion of schools to schedule 
must still depend on the availability of 
building operatives on the site and on the 
supply of some traditional building 
materials. 

We have approved preliminary plans 
for eight county primary schools in which 
it is proposed that a type of standard 
steel grid construction produced by Hills 
(West Bromwich), Ltd., shall be used, as 
it allows more flexibility in design while 
retaining the advantages of prefabrica- 
tion and is well suited to the needs of the 
1950 programm:. The use of this form 
does not produce a standard school and 
the plans show a considerable variation 
to meet site conditions and other require- 
ments The schools are well and 
economically planned; they will be 
spacious and should have a life equal to 
that of a brick-built school. They con- 
form to the approved schedules of ac- 
commodation and the method of con- 
struction is such that, within limitations, 
imposed by the site area, future extensians 
could be constructed if desired. 

To ensure that materials are ready on 
the site when required, it is necessary to 
negotiate for a bulk order as soon as 
possible for the supply and delivery of the 
materials for the steel. framing, cladding 
and certain other components, and also 
for the heating apparatus.

mit the maximum use of factory labour 
in the prefabrication of components, will 
incorporate a known and tested form of 
frame construction of which adequate 
deliveries can be ensured as required, and 
will thus avoid many of the difficulties 
and delays regarding labour and materials, 
particularly steel, which are entailed in 
the construction of schools in traditional 
forms. 


Since the war, several firms have 
evolved methods of standard frame con- 
struction, and are producing the com- 
ponents for frames and ancillary items 
such as wall cladding, floor and roof slabs 
and windows. Several of these methods 
have been used for the construction of 
school buildings. and careful considera- 
tion has been given to their respective 
advantages and disadvantages. This ques- 
tion is of great importance, since once 
the selection has been made no change 
from one method to another will be 
possible.; there is no possibility of obtain- 
ing competitive tenders for the parts of 
the schools concerned, and a contract 
would have to be entered into with the 
appropriate firm for the whole pro- 
gramme. On the other hand, the pro- 
posed methods have been used for school 
construction by other authorities, and 
there is considerable evidence to enable 
the costs quoted to be checked. The use 
of standard frame construction auto- 
matically determines the areas of the 
rooms within certain limits, and necessi- 
tates occasional departure from the stan- 


HOUSING PROGRESS 


Figures for September 


Tue Housing Progress Summary pre- 
sented to Parliament shows that the 
number of permanent houses completed 
in Great Britain during September was 
16,899, compared with 14,556 in August. 

This brings the number of permanent 
houses completed during the year to 
date to 147,266, made up as follows: 


January, 15,897; February, 16,655; 
March, 20,160; April, 15,110; May, 
16,866; June, 16,489; July, 14,634; 


August, 14,556; September, 16,899. The 
total number of houses completed is 
730,132 (572,986 permanent and 157,146 
temporary). 

During September homes were provi- 
ded by new building, repair of uninhabit- 
able houses, conversion and requisition- 
ing for 18,252 families, compared with 
15,964 in August, and 15,832 in July. 
This brings the total nurzber of families 
rehoused by these methods under the 
post-war programme to 1,024,929. Exclu- 
ding requisitioned houses, the number 
of additional homes provided is 996,531. 

The total labour force employed on 
the construction or repair of houses in 
Great Britain fell during quarter ended 
September 30 from 523,600 to 517,200 
There were 222,900 men engaged on 
the construction of permanent houses 
and preparation of housing sites, com- 
pared with 226,300 at the end of June. 
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IN PARLIAMENT 


New Towns 


MBE: SILKIN, replying to Air Commo- 
1Yi dore Harvey, said that investigations 
were still in progress to determine the 
suitability of the Congleton area for a new 
town, both from the point of view of 
geology and water supply. A further state- 
ment would be made when these investi-~ 
gations had been completed, but it was 
now clear that they must take some time. 

Atk Commopore Harvey asked if the 
cuts announced by the Prime Minister 
had any bearing on the construction of 
new towns. 

Mr. SILKIN said they had not. The 
new towns were proceeding subject, of 
course, to the general reduction in the 
aumber of houses. (October 25.) 

The question of new towns was also 
raised in the House of Commons on 
October 27 by Mr. IrvING, who declared 
that the new towns were working extra- 
vagantly in the setting-up of their cor- 
porations; he instanced particularly Har- 
low in this respect. The members of the 
Corporation, he said, themselves took 
anything from £4,000 to £6,000 in fees 
during the year for services which were 
rendered by hundreds of thousands of 
public-spirited people in this country 
purely voluntarily. 

Mr. SILKIN said that the difficulty of 
housing was not one which could be 
solved by new towns alone. The primary 
attack on the housing problem was one 
which must be made by the local autho- 
rities themselves. [t did not help for 
attacks to be made on the new towns. 
It was grossly unfair and misleading. He 
defended strongly the Harlow Develop- 
ment Corporation, the members of which 
were “ doing a good job of work.” The 
building of new towns was, however, a 
very big project, and he was satisfied 
that the new towns were making as good 
progress as could be expected under 
present conditions. 


Requisitioned Buildings. 

Mr. Key, replying to Commander Noble, 
said that 14 hotels, 538 large houses, 
202 small houses and 587 flats were held 
on requisition by Government depart- 
ments at September 30 last in the London 
Civil Defence Region for purposes other 
than family dwellings. The number of 
each category released since June 30, 
1948, was 7 hotels, 204 large houses, 104 
small houses and 636 flats, of which 
2 hotels, 82 large houses, 55 small houses 
and 42 flats have been transferred to the 
Ministry of Health for housing purposes. 


Hardwood Stocks. 

Mr. MARPLES raised the question on 
October 24 of what he called “X Y Z 
timber,” and said that under the cloak 
of this harmless title the Government 
carried out unfair and unethical trading. 
The national stock of hardwood had been 
placed in three categories, and the Z 
category was absolute rubbish in quality, 
being the accumulated folly of years of 
buying by the Timber Control. The 
disposal of this accumulated junk under 
this scheme enabled the Board of Trade 
to dispose of bad timber they had 
bought. Not only did the Board of 
Trade state that a certain percentage of 
bad timber must be taken, but they made 
it a condition of sale. It was a racket 
that there should be one rule for a 
Government Department and another for 
the private trader. : 

Mr. JouN Epwarps, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Board of Trade, said 
the Government had no desire to extort 
profits from the consumer. An appre- 
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ciable part of the national stock consisted 
of hardwood bought during the post-war 
period of scarcity, when quantity was 
more important than quality. He did 
not accept the view that there was a lot 
of junk in the national stock. The Z 
category hardwood amounted, on July 1. 
to about one-fifth of the national stock. 
The fact that Z woods were now thought 
sO unattractive was in part due to the 
Timber Control buying more and better 
wood. The way in which this hardwood 
was being disposed of was not contrary 
to either the letter or the spirit of the 
law. They would do no service to those 
who would take this trade over and in 
due course if they were to dump this 
stock now. 


Festival of Britain. 


On November 3, ArR-CMpRE. HARVEY 
asked the Lord President of the Council 
what steps he. was taking to ensure the 
buildings for the Festival of Britain 
would be completed in time for the 
exhibition. 

Mr. H. Morrison said the Festival 
office was working in the fullest collabo- 
ration with the contractors, consultant 
engineers and others concerned, and 
with them was watching progress closely. 
He was satisfied that everything was 
being done to ensure the completion of 
the building programme. 

AiR CmprRE. Harvey asked the Lord 
President whether he was aware that 
many of the architects’ plans were 
several weeks behind in delivery, and 
suggested that it would be better to drop 
the whole scheme “ once and for all.” 

Mr. Morrison: I do suggest that 
when we are taking, as a united party— 
at least that is how it started —steps 
which I think will very much benefit the 
country in many ways, hon. members 
ought not to try to crab them. 
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VALUATION AND RATING 
PROCEDURE IN THE 
FUTURE—4 


By NORMAN P. GREIG, B.A, 
Barrister-at-Law, F.1.Arb., F.R.San.1., etc, 
Amendment as to County Courts. 
BY Sec. 1 (3) (c) of the Lands Tribunal 
Act, 1949, any questions which 
could under Secs. 49, 62 and 87 be re- 
ferred to a County Court, are to be trans- 
ferred to the Lands Tribunal set up under 
the 1949 Act. 


Provisions as to Rates (S.51). 


Rates which are conclusive in the 
valuation list are to be levied in spite of 
an impending appeal, subject to a right 
of recovery contained in the Section. 


Amendment of the Rate (S. 52). 


__ This Section enables the rating author- 
ity at any time to amend a current or 
last preceding rate where necessary to 
conform with rating law; hence they can 
correct clerical errors, wrong insertions 
and omissions, make additions to, or cor- 
rections in, the rate rendered necessary 
by a new hereditament or one unoccu- 
pied when the rate was made becoming 
occupied, or a change in occupation or 
where a property was previously rated as 
a single hereditament becomes liable to be 
rated in parts. But Sub-Section (2) men- 
tions cases where the rating authority 
must not amend unless necessary to bring 
the rate into conformity with the valua- 
tion list, or a proposal (see Article 2) has 
been made by the Valuation Officer. If 
effect be given to such a proposal affect- 
ing the amount of the rate, then the differ- 
ence is to be refunded, if overpaid, or de- 
manded if underpaid. 

Section 53 provides that the old pro- 
cedure of appeal to Quarter Sessions 
(following upon that to the Assessment 
Committee) will no longer lie for any 
matters where relief can be got in the 
manner explained in Part III of the Act 
(i.e., in these Articles). 


Rates in London and Outside—Amend- 

ments (S.54). 

Rates in London and elsewhere, made 
by a rating authority, are deemed to be 
made on the date when they are 
approved by the rating authority. The 
present Section also extends to London 
Sections 6 and 15 of the Rating and 
Valuation Act, 1925, relating to the pub- 
lication of rates and recovery of arrears 
from tenants and lodgers, respectively. 
Under the Parish Notices Act, 1937, 
notice of a rate can be given by affixing 
the notice, within seven days of the 
making of the rate, on or near doors of 
churches and chapels of the Established 
Church. This principle is now applied 
to London. 

Rating Provisions—Amendments. 

Section 55 amends Sec. II (1) of the 
Rating and Valuation Act, 1925, under 
which (outside London) owners can be 
rated instead of occupiers where the rate- 
able value was £13 or a higher limit was 
in force. The new amounts are to be 
£18 and £25, respectively. Also, whereas 
under Sec. 3 of the Poor Rate Assess- 
ment and Collection Act, 1869, owners 
can agree to pay the rates (and be 
allowed a commission) instead of the 
occupiers, in cases where the rateable 
value does not exceed £20 in regard to 
London, that amount is raised to £25. 


Advertising Stations (S. 56). 
These are to be regarded as separate 
hereditaments for ‘rating purposes (even 
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in the case of a wall or other part of a 
building) when the right to use them is 
let to a person other than the occupier, 
or when the land in which they are con- 
tained is not occupied for any other pur- 
pose, and the right to use it for adver- 
tisements is reserved to someone other 
than the owner. 

Buildings Occupied in Parts (S. 57). 

In the case of a building constructed 
or adapted for a single dwelling-house, 
or part is constructed for such purpose 
and the remainder for some other pur- 
pose, which is occupied in parts, then the 
Valuation Officer can, at his discretion, 
when preparing a draft list or altering a 
current one, treat the building or any part 
as a single hereditament in the occupa- 
tion of the person receiving the rent. 


Returns (S. 58). 

The Valuation Officer will serve notice 
on occupiers, owners or lessees (or one or 
more them) requiring returns to be 
made. He can also, where a proposal 
has been made for the alteration of the 
valuation list, or with the idea of making 
such a proposal (see Article 2), serve a 
notice as above requesting reasonable 
particulars to allow him to decide 
whether or not to make or to object to 
the proposal. Twenty-one days is allowed 
for returns, and a fine of £20 can be 
inflicted for non-compliance. The penalty 
for a false statement on a material par- 
ticulat is three months’ imprisonment, a 
fine of £100, or both. 


The Valuation Officer and the Surveyor 
of Taxes. 

By Sec. 59, the Valuation Officer can 
ask the surveyor of taxes for the area 
for a copy of the annual value in force 
under Schedule A (except in a case 
where, by law, it is not allowed to be 
made public). Should any local author- 
ity receive information leading them to 
suppose that a valuation list requires 
alteration, they must inform the Valua- 
tion Officer. 


Power of Entry (S. 60). 

Power is given for the Valuation 
Officer, or any person authorised by him, 
at reasonable times and after 24 hours’ 
notice, to enter any hereditament and 
survey and value it. The penalty for 
obstruction is £5. 


Further Miscellaneous Provisions. 

By S. 62, appeals in regards to water 
rates, previously determined by a Court 
of Summary Jurisdiction, are to be heard 
by the Lands Tribunal (see above). 

S. 63 deals with Service of Notices 
and applies the provisions of S. 59 of 
the Rating and Valuation Act, 1925, to 
London. 

S. 64 makes it possible for a person 
to include in one objection, proposal or 
appeal, separate hereditaments separately 
assessed. 

By S. 66 an owner rated instead of the 
occupier under S. 11 of the Rating and 
Valuation Act, 1925, or S.4 of the Poor 
Rate Assessment, etc., Act, 1869, is to 
be regarded as standing in the shoes of 
the occupier in respect of objections, 
proposals and appeals; if, however, the 
owner is unknown, and a notice 
addressed to an occupier has been legally 
served on the occupier who is himself 
unknown, then the notice is deemed to 
be served on the owner. 

[Sections 67, 68 and 69 are incorpor- 
ated in the matter above.] 

Regulations can be made by the 
Minister (a) for general matters under 
Part III; (6) for winding-up the affairs of 
assessment committees, county valuation 
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committees, and the central valuation 
committee, and disposing of their pro- 
perty; and (c) for dealing with their lia- 
bilities. 

The next and final article will cover 
Part IV of the Act—Valuation of Dwell- 
ing-houses.

Council Minutes 


JPOLLOWING are notes from the 
minutes of the R.I.B.A. Council 
meeting held on October 11:— 

A ppointments.—(a) Festival of Britain 
Working Party on Building Research: 
R.1.B.A. Representative, Mr. Alister G. 
MacDonald (F); (b) Ministry of Works 
Committee on Steel Utilisation : 
R.LB.A. Representative, Mr. : 
Elliott (A) in place of Mr. M. Hartland 
Thomas (F); (c) National Housebuilders’ 
Registration Council: R.I.B.A. Repre- 
sentative, Mr. K. J. R. Peacock (A) re- 
appointed. Note: The other two 
representatives serving on this council 
are Mr. C. H. James (F) and Mr. A. W. 
Kenyon (F). 

Public Works, Roads and Transport 
Congress Council.—The council accepted 
an invitation to the Institute to become 
represented on the Public Works, Roads 
and Transport Congress Council with 
which the Public Health Congress Coun- 
cil is being amalgamated. On comple- 
tion of the reorganisation, the Institute 
will become entitled to appoint two repre- 
sentatives to the council. 

Direct Election to the Fellowship.—By 
a unanimous resolution Mr. Albert James 
Hazelgrove, F.R.A.I.C., President of the 
Royal Architectural Institute of Canada, 
was elected to the Fellowship under the 
provisions of the Supplemental Charter 
of 1925, Section IV, Clause 4. 

Central Land Board and War Damage 
Commission.—The secretary was directed 
to express the council’s regrets at his 
retirement from the chairmanship of the 
Central Land Board and War Damage 
Commission and their good wishes for his 
future, to Sir Malcolm Trustram Eve. 
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The secretary-was also instructed to con- 
vey the council’s greetings and assurances 
of support and co-operation to Sir 
Thomas Phillips on his appointment as 
successor to Sir Malcolm Trustram Eve. 

Presentation of Silver Cup.—The 
council accepted with appreciation the 
gift of a silver cup: from Mr. H. F. 
Kendall (student). The cup had been 
presented in 1847 to Mr. Joseph Kay, 
Mr. Kendall’s great-great-grandfather, by 
the Architects’ Club, and on it was in- 
scribed a number of names of founder 
members of the R.I.B.A.. Mr. Kay had 
himself been a well-known architect and 
a member of the Architects’ Club. The 
secretary was instructed to convey the 
council’s thanks for his generous gift to 
Mr. H. F. Kendall. 

Sculpture and Mural Decoration in 
relation to Architecture-——The secretary 
reported that the Education Committee of 
the City of Manchester had approved of 
the allotment of one-half of one per 
cent. of the total cost of future new 
schools for the purpose of adornment by 
sculpture and other works of art. The 
council’s appreciation of his good offices 
in advocating this step were expressed to 
Mr. Leonard C. Howitt (F), City Archi- 
tect of Manchester. 

R.1.B.A. Exhibition, 1950.—The coun- 
cil approved the recommendation of the 
Pubiic Relations Committee that the: 
principal R.I.B.A. exhibition for 1950 
should deal with the subject of Trans- 
port. 

Christmas Holiday Lectures for Boys 
and Girls——The council invited Professor 
W. G. Holford (F) to give the Christmas 
gd Lectures for Boys and Girls in 
194! 

Suggested Code of Practice governing 
the Practice of Nomination of “ Specia- 
list” Firms to carry out various branches 
of Building Work.—The secretary re- 
ported that the Joint Tribunal: on the 
Standard Form of Contract had set up a 
sub-committee under the chairmanship 
of Mr. Sydney Tatchell (F) to examine 
the present practice of nomination of 
specialists, to review the principles on 
which was based the Code of Practice 
provisionally and informally agreed in 
1933 between the R.I.B.A., the Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors and 
the National Federation of Building 
Trades Employers, and to consider any 
modifications that might be necessary in 
the light of modern developments. Each of 
the constituent bodies had been invited 
to appoint three representatives to serve 
on the sub-committee. 

Mr. J. Alan Slater (F), Mr. Charles 
Woodward (A), and Mr. H. T. Seward 
(F) (nominated by the Practice Commit- 
tee) were appointed as the R.I.B.A. repre- 
sentatives. 

York and East Yorkshire Architectural 
Society: Formation of Hull Chapter.-— 
Approval was formally given to the 
formation of the Hull Chapter of the 
York and East Yorkshire Architectural 
Society. 

Reception, 1950.—The council ap- 
proved a recommendation that a recep- 
tion be held at the Institute in 1950. 

Defence Regulation 56A.—The coun- 
cil considered a letter from the Minister 
of Works in which it was explained that 
after a full discussion of the defences 
open to an architect charged under para- 
graph 6 (a) or paragraph 8, the Minister 
was of the opinion that in view of the 
method in which the regulation was ad- 
ministered, no hardship did, in fact, 
occur. In the event, however, of the 
regulation having to come up for amend- 
ment on other grounds the Minister 
promised to bear the point in mind. 

tt was considered that the safeguards 
were sufficient and it was agreed to: 
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accept the Minister’s assurance of review 
of the matter if and when the appro- 
priate opportunity arose. 

Ministry of Health: Sub-Committee on 
Revision of the Housing Manual.—The 
secretary reported that Mr. W. 
Kenyon, vice-president, acting on behalf 
of the president during the recess, had 
approved a memorandum of evidence 
prepared by the officers of the Town 
Planning and Housing Committee in 
answer to a questionnaire submitted by 
the sub-committee of the Ministry of 
Health Central Housing Advisory Com- 
mittee concerned with the revision of the 
Housing Manual. The questionnaire was 
concerned chiefly with advice to local 
authorities on housing provision for 
special groups in the community. As 
desired by the council, the opportunity 
had been taken by the committee to press 
again for the general adoption of 
7 ft. 6 in. as the minimum permissible 
height of ceilings. It was agreed to ap- 
prove the action taken. 

Ministry of Works Building Research 
Programme.—A report from. the Archi- 
tectural Science Board Study Group 
No. 2—Technical, was considered. The 
report contained comments and sugges- 
tions in connection with the draft pro- 
gramme of research prepared by the 
Programming Committee of the Ministry 
of Works Advisory Council on Building 
Research and Development. The draft 
programme had been submitted to the 
Institute for comment. 

The council considered the proposed 
programme to be of a comprehensive 
nature and that only the relatively minor 
comments suggested by the Study Group 
need be made. It was accordingly agreed 
to forward the Study Group’s report to 
the Ministry of Works Programme Com- 
mittee. 


STUDENTS’ BUILDING 
SCHOLARSHIP 


Having interviewed candidates who 
successfully compieted their examinations, 
the Southern Counties Scholarship and 
Welfare Fund for Higher Education in 
Building has awarded its first scholarship 
to Harry Whale (of 72, Bramshott-road, 
Southsea, Hants), a pupil of the Southern 
Grammar School for Boys, Southsea. 
The value of the scholarship is £60 per 
annum for two years (embodying allow- 
ances for travelling, subsistence and u 
keep, and books) to enable him to take 
a full-time course for the national 
diploma in building at Guildford Tech- 
nical College. The board of administra- 
tion of the scholarship and welfare fund 
intends to hold examinations next year 
for scholarships for a university degree 
in building science and/or the higher and 
ordinary national diplomas in building, 
details of which will be announced Iater. 


Birmingham Builders’ Holidays. 

The Birmingham Local Joint Commit- 
tee for the Building Industry has decided 
that the fixed week for the holiday to be 
taken in 1950 under the Holidays with 
Pay Scheme shall be the normal working 
week commencing Monday, July 3, and 
terminating Saturday, July 8, 1950, both 
dates inclusive. The area covered by 
the Committee includes the whole of the 
area Of the City of Birmingham and a 
five miles’ radius from Stephenson-place 
(excluding any portion of the Borough of 
West Bromwich), the county borough of 
Smethwick, the municipal borough of 
Oldbury, portions of the municipal 
borough of Halesowen, portions of the 
municipal borough of Rowley Regis and 
all of the urban district of Solihull. 
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*“ INCENTIVES A 
FAILURE ” 
Mr. E. L. Jones’s View 
"THE statement that from the opera- 


tives’ point of view the operation 
of incentives was a failure was made by 
Mk. E. L. Jones, secretary of the London 
Regional Council of the National Federa- 
tion of Building Trades Operatives, when 
he addressed members of the L.M.B.A. 
Central Area No. 4 on September 28. 

Mr. Jones began by saying that he 
was very proud of the relationship be- 
tween his Federation and the L.M.B.A. 
At the innumerable joint committees 
which he had to attend there was always 
a frank exchange of opinions, which he 
believed had a beneficial effect upon the 
industry, and particularly upon the con- 
ciliation machinery, which he claimed to 
be among the best in the country. 

He suggested that the Working Rule 
Agreement was essential for the smooth 
running of the industry, and he cited 
various instances where the Agreement 
was not being observed. He was taking 
active steps with the non-federated firms 
to see that the Working Rule Agreement 
was observed by them. 

On the subject of incentives, Mr. Jones 
stated that from the operatives’ viewpoint 
the scheme was on the whole a failure. 
Whilst there was a number of excellent 
schemes in operation which could claim 
to have reduced the building costs, these 
were very few and far between; other 
schemes were considered to be unsatis- 
factory, whilst in many cases where 
schemes were practicable none was being 
operated. He anticipated that the opera- 
tives’ organisations would be in favour 


of denouncing the agreement when the- 


trial period had expired. He regretted 
that he had received reports that some 
employers, in order to attract labour, 
were Offering excess rates (some of them 
fantastic) which were not related to out- 
put. He was opposed to any form of 
extrd payment for either task work or to 
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attract labour and the existence of 
this practice was a positive menace to 
the Working Rule Agreement, for it gave 
rise to the question as to whether the 
employers collectively were capable of 
enforcing compliance with the Agree- 
ment. 

Mr. Jones said that he felt he should 
make some reference in passing to sub- 
contracting for labour only. It was a 
great “ bone of contention” in the indus- 
try, and he felt that it would lead to a 
major dispute between his organisation 
and the His organisation 
strongly disliked this form of employ- 
ment, and did not intend to permit it any 
longer than they could help. The objec- 
tions to the practice were that excess 
tates were paid by the employers, who 
were usually “men of straw,” and did 
not fulfil their obligations under the 
Working Rule Agreement. Often they 
defaulted, leaving their operatives in a 
serious position, with wages unpaid and 
holiday and national insurance cards un- 
stamped. The main contractors were 
not usually prepared to accept liability 
in such cases. The employers should give 
this matter very careful consideration in 
view of the serious possibilities which 
might arise from it. 


Apprenticeship. 

The annual target for the intake of 
apprentices in the London Region had 
been reduced to 4,500, but the number 
of lads absorbed in 1948 had totalled 
only 1,001. Employers had complained 
bitterly of the dearth of craftsmen in the 
industry, but made no attempt at all to 
train apprentices. It was up to the 
employers to see that the industry was 
manned by properly trained craftsmen. 
The question of shortening the recog- 
nised term of apprenticeship was a diffi- 
cult one, but discussions were going on 
nationally with regard to this matter. 
Some of the reasons as to why some 
employers were unable to take appren- 
tices, and others able to take over their 
quota were intriguing. It was said that 
the type of work available was not suit- 
able for the training of apprentices. He 
was not entirely prepared to accept that, 
for even before the war the industrial 
trend had precluded training craftsmen 
in the full sense of the word. The short- 
coming of the industry had, however, 
been made up by the technical colleges 
and evening institutes, and as a conse- 
quence it had been possible to produce 
good craftsmen. It was absolutely essen- 
tial for apprentices to follow up their 
training by attending technical colleges 
and evening institutes. 

Mr. Jones said that he had also been 
told that builders could not see farenough 
ahead, and could not say what their com- 
mitments would be in 12 months’ time, 
and they could not, therefore, take on 
apprentices, as they might not have suffi- 
cient work in hand to keep the lads fully 
occupied. His reply to that was that by 
and large they had never been in a dif- 
ferent position; the very nature of the 
industry prevented it. 


Apprentice Master Schemes. 

There were also several lads who had 
been employed upon the various Appren- 
tice Master Schemes for upwards of two 
years who had not been absorbed by 
ordinary employers. Experience of these 
schemes showed that they provided excel- 
lent training and that the work which 
they turned out was a credit to any con- 
tractor or operative. Many of the lads 
had acquired: a sense of frustration ’ 
because they thought they were stranded 
on these schemes. Many reasons had been 
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advanced by employers for the non- 
employment of apprentices, but most of 
them were unjustified. If the supply of 
trained craftsmen necessary to man the 
industry in the future was to be safe- 
guarded it behoved every employer to 
train apprentices if he had the necessary 
facilities to do so. 

A matter for some perturbation was 
the number of boys in the industry who 
were not indentured, and it could only be 
concluded that many employers did not 
want to bear the cost which the training 
of apprentices incurred. 

On the general subject of harmony in 
the industry, Mr. Jones pointed to the 
disputes which were at the present time 
disturbing other industries, and expressed 
the view that employers could do much 
to prevent the intrusion of such troubles 
into the building industry if they made 
quite certain that ali their operatives Were 
receiving their full entitlements under the 
Working Rule Agreement and that the 
provisions of the Safety and Welfare 
Regulations were being duly observed. 
He suggested a number of courses of 
action which he thought employers would 
be wise to follow in certain circumstances, 
and stated that his office was always avail- 
able for advice and assistance to avoid 
the development of any incipient dispute. 
The Trade Unions were sound at heart, 
and he had great hopes for the future. 


THE STANDARD FORM 
OF CONTRACT 


An Aid to Economy and Efficiency 


ot £3 is, indeed, a misfortune that there 
are many local authorities, semi- 
public boards and public bodies who are 
still apparently strongly opposed to em- 
ploying the standard forms of building 
contracts issued under the sanction of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects and 
the N.F.B.T.E.,” declared Mr. E. 
Woopsine PARISH, F.1.O. B., chairman of 
the L.M.B.A. Contracts Committee and a 
member of the N.F.B.T.E. Contracts 
Committee, when he spoke to the mem- 
bers of the North-Western area of the 
London Master Builders’ Association at 
their last meeting, held on October 31. 
Mr. W. G. Ball presided. 

Mr. Woodbine Parish stressed the com- 
plex legal implications of even the 
simplest building contract carried out 
under the prevailing conditions of 
numerous controls, licences,’ price fluc- 
tuations and supply difficulties and sug- 
gested that the R.I.B.A. Standard Form 
of Contract provided a fundamentally 
equitable basis of agreement for execut- 
ing building work, a basis evolved as a 
result of the experience gained on count: 
less building projects during many years. 
The Standard Form was continually under 
review in the light of changing condi- 
tions by the Joint Contracts Tribunal, 
which was composed of representatives of 
the N.F.B.T.E., R.I.B.A. and R.LC.S. He 
reminded members that the Tribunal 
issued from time to time “ Practice 
Notes” dealing with matters requiring 
authoritative interpretations and _ these 
had been of infinite benefit to both build- 
ing owner and builder as they obviated 
the need, on many occasions, to refer to 
arbitration matters which were capable 
of varying interpretation. 

The speaker said that it was a matter of 
great regret that builders were still being 
asked to tender for work under the most 
unlikely, and sometimes entertaining, 
forms of building contract, the terms of 
which, to say the least, were antiquated, 
ambiguous, inanpropriate and often quite 
inequitable. He was unable to under- 


stand how some local authorities, while 
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anxious to secure the latest technical im- 
provements and to employ the most 
modern form of construction in their 
work, still rigidly insisted on using en- 
tirely outmoded and archaic forms of 
contract to achieve such aims. He con- 
firmed that the N.F.B.T.E. held the view 
that such forms of contract were detri- 
mental to the best interests of the in- 
dustry, and were found inevitably to lead 
to complications and delays in settlement. 

“T have no hesitation in saying,” con- 
cluded Mr. Woodbine Parish, “that by 
pressing for the use of the R.I.B.A. 
Standard Form of Contract without 
alteration on every occasion, economies 
can be effected and overall efficiency 
promoted because builders will be 
familiar with their obligations assumed 
under such contract and will know that 
the terms are concise, reasonable and 
equitable and, what is, perhaps, more 
important, that they have, in fact, been 
agreed on their behalf by the N.F.B.T.E.”
